{ſhould J offer to your meditation rather than 
the final heavenly Tribunal? or what example 
can I better follow than the inſpired one of 
St. Paul? whoſe Sermon to the Areopgus is 
here recorded, to a Court of Judgcs illultri- 
ouſly learned in the ſcience of huma Laws, 
and rigorouſly upright in the Exccution of 
them.

them. A happineſs we ſo juſtly eſteem and 
value, as the ſtrong Guard and Multiplier of 


all the ſweet Enjoyments of — Pro- 
perty, and Lite itſelf. 


He firſt obſerved the weakneſs and depra- 
vity of the State of Nature, and the blindneſs, 

the errors, and deficiencies of Natural Reli- 
gion, which ſo manifeſtly failed in- directing 
Men to the true Knowledge and Worſhip of 
the Deity, that where he were moſt pru- 
dently and piouſly diſpoſed, even there it miſ- 
led them into miſerable Superſtition, and 
plunged them in the blackeſt Guilt, the infi- 
nite Vanities and Abominations of. Idolatry. 


For if the Men of Athens, the great Ma- 
ſters of Reaſon, and Proteflors of all Know- 
ledge, if Theſe the confeſſed Guides of Na- 
tions, and celebrated Tutors of the World, 
could not with all the illuminations and re- 
ſearches of the moſt exalted Reaſon, find out 
their Creator: yet ſtill ingenuouſly, tho' ig- 
norantly, worſhipped him under the title of 
the unknown God; This is abundant Evidence 
to any impartial and conſiderate Man, This 


alone is an undeniable experimental Proof he 
the

the deficiency of Natural Religion, and the 
abſolute Neceſſity of Revelation; and a ſuffi- 
cient Confutation of thoſe Deiſts, who for more 
liberty in their Vices would reduce us to the 
ſtate of Paganiſm ; while we know the wiſe 
Heathens of ſeveral Sects and Nations, par- 
ticularly Socrates, Plato, and their Follow- 

ers, from their Experience of the obſcurity 
of natural Light, were frequently declaring 
and lamenting e Want there was 
Ao Gb ne, SW Oed, 


ſome divine Revelation. 


Ap fince, as St. Paul here quotes his 
Countryman Aratus, We are the Offspring 
of God, what can be ſo ſuitable to the Good- 
neſs, ſo agreeable to the Tenderneſs of our 
heavenly Father, as to recover his own loſt 
Offspring, and ranſom his captivated Progeny? 
to grant them a gracious Revelation, and 
teach them what by Nature and Reaſon they 
could not diſcover ? what Expiation God would 
accept for Sin, and what particular kind of 
Worſhip would be pleafing in his Sight ; how 
to make the duties of Religion clear and ob- 
vious to all Capacities, and how to eſtabliſh it

with proper Evidences and Authorities; hows 
to obtain that ſupernatural Aſſiſtance, which 
is neceſſary for ſubduing their Corruptions ;

wards and Puniſhments of the future State. 


TRAIS God alone could do, this God has 
done; and the Myſtery hid from Ages is fe- 
vealed The Creator has himſelf aſſured us 

& particular Manner, in the fulleſt Expreſ- 
ions, and with Repetitions of thoſe fullcf 
Expreſſiono, that when He created Man, He 
inſpired into him an intelligent ſpiritual Sub- 
ſtance, after the I ikeneſs of his own Nature; 
an eternal living Soul, a Spirit which can ne- 
ver Die, nor be annihilated. The Man- ſlayer 
cannot kill it, the miſerable Self-Murderer 
cannot deſtroy it ; Satan, Sin, all the Powers 
of Darkneſs cannot diſſolve it.

firſt N and Heralds of his Victory. 
And what Conviction muſt thoſe power ful 
Evidences give, when they ſnewed the grave, 
when they pointed out the Marks and Foot- 


ſteps, when they demonſtrated the Place 
_ the Lord lay ? 


TH E firſt human Witneſſes ſeem to be the 
Soldiers, as Samt Paul was the laſt ; and if 
the teſtimony ot Enemies bears peculiar torce, 
Theirs is ſtrong indeed. The Soldiers who 
felt more. Trembling than that of the Earth, 
wo were ſtruck with the Lightning of the 
Angels countenances, and became as dead 
men, while He whom they kept became a- 
live: as ſoon as they recover d, as ſoon as 
they returned to Life themſelves, hey came

E ble, that Joſephus who was born the Year 
5 after our Saviour's Reſurrection, either never 
| | heard it, or 7 it unworthy of regard; 
it was either baffled and dropt in a ſhort time, 
or the judicious Hiſtorian deſpiſed it. Him, 
tho' a Jew, a Phariſee, a bigot of the ſtricteſt 
ſe& of Judaiſm, and of the noble family of 
the High Prieſts, the force of truth compel- 
led to leave that his immortal Teſtimony to 
the World. THAT at this Time lived 
Jeſus, a wiſe Man, if we ought to call Him 
a Man, who performed miraculous Works, 
inſtructed the Lovers of Truth, and converted 
many 


a Antiqu. 18 3, 3. 
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many w Tews and Gentiles to his Faith. He was 


the Chriſt, whom when Pilate upon the ac- 
culation of the Chief Prieſts had crucified, his 


firſt Adoters never deſerted, but adored him 
ſteadily, and ſtil! adore him; called from Him 
the Tribe of Chriſtians. For to them he ap- 
peared alive again on the third day, which 
thing and a thouſand other Wonders the di- 
Vine Prophets had foretold of Him. 


Tax taft E ye-witneſs was Saint Paul; and 
how ſhall I ex Nl the Force of that Appear- 
ance? which he ſo miraculous a Change, 
that the Phariſee returned a Chriſtian, the 
Accuſer pleaded as an Advocate, the Perſe- 


cutor glotied hioelf to die a Martyr for this 
Faith. Wore | 


No 0 Saint Paul bitnſelf be tows 
in entertaining this belicf, than even the firſt 
Diſciples, to whom all the kinds of Aſſurance 
were ſo oft repeated, Six times did our Sa- 
viour appear to thetri on the day of his Re- 
fit tation in fix feveral places, and on fix dif- 
ferent occaſions, to Mary, to the Women, 
to Cleopas and his Com par, to Simon, to 
James the juit, and to the College ot Apo- 

& - 20 ſtles. 
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ſtles. Again on the next Lord's Day to Saint 
Thomas and the Diſciples. Again to the Diſ- 
ciples by the conn draught of Fiſhes. 
Again to five hundred Brethren at once in 

Galilee, And in that large multitude, where 
would be ſeveral Didymus's : in that long 
JOY where various dy gave Various 
opportunities: what ſcrupulous obſervations 
muſt there be of his Face and Mien, Speech 
and Motion, his Arms, his Hands, his Feet, 
his Side ? whether not only thoſe indelible 
Marks, the Wounds of the Nails and of the 
Spear, but the whole Man, the whole indivi- 
dual Being were the fame ? 


For days did He ſhew himſelf alive 
after his Paſſion; = Forty days was He ſeen 
and heard of them, eating aflembling ſpeak- 
ing and commanding things concerning his di- 
vine Kingdom; Forty days did He ſpend in 
convincing thoſe ſlow by many un- 
doubted Arguments, and infallible Proofs. 
On his laſt day on Earth He led them out as 
far as to Bethany, and thence in the preſence 
of great Numbers, the Apoſtles, the Diſci- 
ples, and all, probably more than all thoſe

Converts and zealous Witneſſes , who cattie 
up with him from Galilee to Jeruſalem, He

Ha p any of our dead Friends, a Parent, 
a Maſter, or a Magiſtrate, whom we had 
ticularly known and honoured, riſen from his 
Tomb, manifeſted himſelt, ſtood, walked and 
converſed with us but a few Hours: I believe 
we ſhould any of us have been ſatisfied by the 
Knowledge of his Voice, his Manner, and his 
Perſon; but if he continued twenty or thirty 
Days living eating and diſcourſing with us, no 
man could reaſonably doubt bur ſuch a one 
was really riſen from the Dead. 


Bu r in our bleſſed Saviour the reaſons of 
Beliet are infinitely higher than theſe ; the 
Time He ſtaid on earth, the Pains He took ro 
inform them, the Care to open the Scriptures, 

the Meekneſs to endure their Unbelief, the 
Mercy to awake their Underſtandings, the 
Condeſcenfion to eat and drink before them, 
All theſe are ſuci diſtinguiſhing inſtances of 
Cicmency, as never appeared in any Mortal, 
much

much leſs in any Immortal bat himſelf - Hi 
Manifeſtations are ſo full; that we ſeem not 
;qnly. te read of his marycllous: Appearances, 
but to ſee his moſt gracious Manner of offer- 
ing Himſelf, What Patience do we behold, 
when He expoſes his Side; ànd his wounded 


does He upbraid their Incredulity ! with what 
Majeſty does he convince and aſftoniſh- his 
Apoſtles !- do not our Hearts burn within us, 
as thofe of the two Diſciples did, when we ſee 
ſo much of Deity exerted, that had they not 
Dead would have ex- 
claimed againſt them. Such Earneſtneſs and 
Vcghemence it did at laſt create in Them, 
eh might, if any thing might, make a- 
mends — attonement for their former Un- 


belief. 


0 WIr. this Doctrine does their Freehing 
inſtantly begin; for this the new Apoſtle 
Saint Martens is conſecrated. Tis not pri- 
vately preached, but publickly proclaimed ; 

tis affirmed defended and atteſted not fo 
much by the Tongues of Men, as by the Spi- 
rit of God. The Tongues of Fire, as Organs 
of more powertul Speech lent viſibly from 
Above,

Above, illuſtrate and divulge it through the 
World, with a Force, Rn and nah 
able Activity, like that of Lightning. The 
Sound from Heaven as of a ruſhing mighty 
Wind ſoon reaches the uttermoſt part of this 
Globe. All the Languages on Earth unme- 
diately ſpeak it, all Nations under Heaven 
are made to underſtand it. 


Bor why do I ſpeak of their Words, their 
converting ſo many Millions to this Faith, 
the divine Evidence and impreſſion of their 
Eloquence ; their Sermons — 5 their Writings, 
which are as 10 Sermans to 
Mankind, are certainly proofs of a miraculous 
nature; but their Actions and their Sufferings 
for this Doctrine vaſtly more. By this Power 
they healed all Diſeaſes in the Living, by this 
they raiſed Dorcas, Eutychus, and others from 
the Dead. But if we conſider their Sufferings 
for this Faith, They are too great, too vari- 
ous, too aſtoniſhing to be repeated now ; for 
how ſhall we enumerate their Dangers and 
their Scourgings, their Bonds and Perſecutions? 
the horrid Cruelties of barbarous Nations, or 
the ſtudied Barbarities of the Polite ? their 
being ſtoned, or torn, or fawn aſunder? their

Tortures and diſmal Ends by Fire; by the 
Sword, by the Ax, by the Spear, by the Croſs, 
by every Weapon of Cruelty and Torment But 
let us rather turn our Thoughts on their Con- 


tempt of Life, and Hope in Death; their 
Earneſtneſs to depart, and be again with their 


Lord; their longing to purſue him through 


all the Pangs and Agonies of Death, that they 
might partake of the Joy, the Crown, the 
Glory of his Reſurrection. Such is the Teſti- 
mony the Apoſtles, and not only the Apoſtles; 
but many of the five hundred Brethren to 
whom He had appeared at once, gave of this 
invaluable Truth. So ſhould that blefſed Re- 
ſurrection be atteſted ; ſo ſhould thy Tri- 
umphs, O CHRIST, our Lord and our God, 


be celebrated, be adored and followed: 


Ix then there be any Truth in Men or An- 


gels, in Jews or Chriſtians , the Living or the

able, Indubitable, that JESUS CHRIS T 
the Lord of Lite, of Glory, of All, roſe again 
the. Third Day from the Dead. a 

As this high Subject muſt elevate our 
Thoughts; I ſhall now in the SRCON D and 
laſt lace addreſs you not as meerly Mortals, 
for ſuch are the Brutes and loweſt, kind of 
Animals: but as MEN, immortal Men, 
eternal Beings, everlaſting Souls, and fo far 
equal to Angels, the higheſt. Order of Crea- 
tures. Let the Atheiſts, if there can be any 
ſuch : Let the Deiſt, if he. can poſſibly, ſeek. 
refuge in Duſt, Worms, and more horri- 
ble Darkneſs than he lives in; but let eve 
reaſonable Man act up to reaſonable Grounds: 
let every Chriſtian riſe. with his Saviour above 
terreſtrial to celeſtial Views. Let ſuch a One 
remember, let Him confider nobly in his 
Heart: for There is Knowledge and Under- 
ſtanding to ſay, I have a Soul, a rational, im- 
mortal, neyer-fading Soul, not made of Earth 

or

or any power of Matter ; but infuſed by di- 
vine Inſpiration, and from the power of the 
cternal God, when He breathed into me the 
Breath of Lifes. For fo Miſes * has molt 
plainly and loftily exprefs'd it: which expreſ- 
fion He applies to no other Creature ; when 
God made Man not only to live and move, 
but to think, to reaſon, to diſcourſe. For 
this is a diſtinct thing, ot a different Original 
from all Body. This excellent Intellectual 
Spirit is what be God of the Spirits of all 
Fleſh * declares to be his own Image, after his 
Likeneſs. By This.we approach to the Divine 
Similitude even in this World, in Underſtand- 
ing, Conſidering and Deſigning, in the true 
Free- thinking and Free · chuſing, in Dignity, 
Authority, Spirituality and Immortality. 


AND as all Men are of one Blood, one 
Family, one general Society: Natives and 
Fellow-Citizens of one World, and Co-heirs 
of Another: The ſame Nature and divine
